The lot sale plan is the 
best known for raising factory funds 
because it enlists the assistance of a 
greater number of people who put 
their money into lots with the assur­ 
ance of getting their money back and 
probably more, in time. 
Conditions, o f course -should 
be 
right to insure the greatest succuss. 
The “ raw” land must be bought at 
such a price that when lots are sold 
at a 
reasonabl 
fignrt, 
the 
dif­ 
ference between the cost and the sell­ 
ing price will leav e a good margin for 
the fund. 
Lot prices fix ed too high 
would he a hinderance. 
The scheme 
is in a sense speculativ e. 
Men who 
buy must be able to see a probable 
return of their money or more or 
they will hesitate to take hold. 
This 
would be the case if lots were held at 
the normal selling price or nearly so. 
On the other hand, if lots are o f­ 
fered much lower than the normal 
selling price there will be a rush for 
them as many will buy with the cer­ 
tainty of a raise in future. 
Perhaps not a fourth of the buy ­ 
ers where lot sales hav e been made 
wanted the lots for themselv es to 
build on. 
But their inv estments be­ 
ing small they are later enabled to 
dispose of them at a modest profit to 
men able to make partial « or whole 
pay ments and who want

to 
build on.

no r o f Kentucky . 
The o pinio n o f Judg e Ho o k held that 
co ng ress had almo st unlimited po wer 
to prescribe po stal reg ulatio ns: that 
whether the wo rds were true o r false, 
the o utside o f the envelo pe was no 
place fo r tfhem.

Mex ican o fficials still seem able to 
take care o f tro uble that may develo p, 
but a repo rt fro m Mex ico City states 
that President Diaz and his cabinet 
are co nsidering calling 10,000 mo re 
so ldiers to the co lo rs. 
The arms so 
far captured in Mex ico to tal o ver 6 ,000 
and the ro unds o f ammunitio n to tal 
! o ver 5 0,000. 
Arms o f all kinds havo 
been abso lutely pro hibited fro m enter­ 
ing Mex ico , and pro specto rs and Miln­ 
ers are made to leave their arms at 
the bo rder. 
The repo rt is persistent alo ng the 
bo rder that General Bernardo Rey es, 
who was made to resig n as g o verno r o f 
Nuevo Leo n because his friends sup­ 
po rted him fo r vice president, is co m­ 
ing back fro m Euro pe, where he was 
sent o n a “‘military missio n” so o n af­ 
ter he was fo rced o ut o f o ffice, and the 
revo lutio nists have faith that he wdll 
lead them. If he do es, a larg e part o f 
the army can be ex pected to fo llo w 
him. 
Mig uel Gardenas, fo rmer g o ver­ 
no r o f Co ahuila, also fo rced o ut o f o f­ 
fice because he suppo rted Rey es, is 
said to be ready to jo in Rey es if he 
takes up a campaig n ag ainst Diaz. 
Francisco I. Madero is repo rted back 
In Co ahuila, and it is said that he was 
leader o f the battle at Guerrero . Ma- 
| dero ’s so n has arrived here fro m Co a­ 
huila,-and 
Mrs.* Madero is ex pected 
1 to day . 
The repo rt is that Madero 
means to beg in active fig hting as so o n 
as he g ets his family o ut o f Mex ico . 
All American g arriso ns alo ng the 
bo rder in Tex as and Arizo na are ho ld­ 
ing themselves in readiness to pre­ 
serve o rder in case any raids are at­ 
tempted alo ng the bo rder.

The 
largest concrete 
bridge in 
southern and central Indiana outside 
of Marion county has been completed

known Rhode Island tu rkey expert, 
who was known as “ Shepherd Tom” 
fo r m any ye a rs : 
“The tu rkey shou ld be shu t u p and 
kept withou t food fo r eighteen hou rs 
and then su spend the sacred creatu re 
fro m a pike above 
carefu lly by a 
sto u t cord o r string tied arou nd both 
legs and, holding the head downward, 
reverently, bu t qu ickly cu t asu nder 
the ju gu lar vein and ju st as soon as 
the breath leaves plu ck off the feath ­ 
ers before the body gets cold. This 
done, remove the crop and 
entrails 
withou t loss o f time, resto ring the 
liver and gizzard when the later has 
been cleansed o f its gravely co ntents 
and its inside skin. Then tie a string 
aro u nd both wings and both legs anti 


hang it u p in a cool, dry place fo r 


two o r three da vs.”

tion. This o perates so as to pu lver­ 
ize the wheat after it has been mixed 
with the tepid water, a pint to a 
pou nd, salted and allowed to stand 
six hou rs. 
Yeast is then added and 
the mass is grou nd or mixed into a 
smooth paste by the 
machine, the 
dou gh escaping in the form o f a co n­ 
tinu ou s roll, properly kneaded and 
readv fo r the oven.
